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‘Police Brutality’ Phrase 
Put Into Perspective

Law enforcement today ts 
being degraded, purposely in 
Many instances, by the wide. 
Spread and indiscriminate use 
of the term ‘police brutality.’ 

This practice is called a 
guilt-by-language process by 
some individuals, They may be 
right. For example, the word 
‘juvenile’? has been associ. 
ated with ‘delinquency’ so af. 
ten and so long that now, when 
used alone, it has a disagree. 
able connotation to much of 
the public, 

‘Police brutality’ conjures 
up visions of hulking men in 
uniform clubbing and beating 
innocent people. Rarely, how. 
ever, does the term fit the 
circumstances to which it ts 
applied. 

It is used in wild accounts 
of enforcement officers lift. 
ing Imp demonstrators who 
block busy thoroughfares, in 
references to oral commands 
by policemen who disperse po. 
tential troublemakers, in dee 
Picting efforts by officers to 
halt violations of the law, and 
in describing any number af 
other sworn duties performed 
by policemen, 

We know there isa calculated 
and deliberate attempt by some 
Groups to inflame hostility a- 
Sainst law enforcement by 
charging ‘‘police brutality’ 


without cause, To a large de- 
gree they have succeeded, The 
term its bandied about in all 
media of communication with 
out serious consideration as 
to its true meaning or its harm. 
ful effect on a profession which 
is charged with enforcing the 
basic rules of civilimed living. 

I agree with a growing num- 
ber af responsible pews edi- 
tors, public officials, and law. 
abiding citizens that it is high 
time to get this “pet slogan’’ 
into a better perspective. 

We do not deny there have 
been instances of misuse of 
force by enforcement officers, 
but such incidents are not as 
prevalent as the public has been 
led to believe. 

A general and accepted prin- 
ciple of the law has been that 
any officer may use such force 
as is necessary to make law. 
ful arrests, protect his life, 
and perform other specific due 
ties. Frequently, however, the 
choice is not his to make; he 
HAS to use force or be maimed 
or killed and have the rights of 
all the people trampled by those 
who have no respect for law or 
due process. Even then, his 
best efforts often are not 
enough, as evidenced by the ap- 
palling number of officers as. 
saulted and killed each year, 

Policemen have the same ba. 
sic rights as others. There is 
no reason why they shoukd be 


Singled out for ridicule by ine 
valid Dianket accusations, The 
public, the press, and law ene 
forcement itself should launch 
a concerted drive to stop the 
semantic indictment af police. 
Allegations and incidents should 
be reported and described in 
realistic, impartial, and truth- 
ful terms, 

If an officer is assaulted while 
making anarrestand uses undue 
force to subdue the person, then 
call it ‘undue force.” If an afe 
ficer uses profrane language to 
a citiren, then describe it as 
profane language. If an afficer 
ts thought to be biased or pre- 
judiced in his treatment af 
groups or individuals, then the 
complaint should so state. 

But the constant cry of **po- 
lice brutality’? as ai catch 
phrase, exploited and used as 
camouflage for illegal con. 
duct, is dead wrong. It is a 
stigmatization of police by rote,

The 
controversial provision now 
holding up agreement is that 
intended to eliminate conflict- 
of-interest problems for Legis- 
lators who are attorneys. It 
would prevent them from re- 
presenting clients before state 
agencies for fees. The chair- 
man of the informal ten- 
member joint committee onre- 
vision has just released word 
that an apparently acceptable 
solution has been worked out, 
but would not comment on de- 
tails. 


Pending agreement on the ree 
vision measures, the $4.6 bile 
lion budget bill and the tax ace 
crual bill which is necessary to 
dalance the Dudget are both tied 
up in the Assembly. As I have 
written before, passage of both 
these measures must occur by 
June 30th, otherwise operations 
of state government cannot cone 
tinue into the new fiscal year, 


Senate odjections continue to 
plague the local assessment ree 
form measure which passed the 
Assembly handily. A second day 
of hearing on the Dill will be 
held by the Senate Revenue and 
Taxation Committee, but more 
trouble is anticipated. The Sen- 
ator from one of the metropolie 
tan counties complains that in 
its present form, the bill would 
double assessments for most 
taxpayers in his county.

We were the first county in 
the nation to be approved and 
funded for the War on Pove 
erty, beating even the squalor- 
ridden Applachian counties. 

It is about time that the 
supervisors stopped running to 
Washington to grovel for money, 
to use as a financial band-aid, 
and begin to take concrete 
ACTION, 

If the Board of Supervisors 
spent less time selling real 
estate and more time attacking 
county problems, all would bene 
efit.

D, Site prominence 

E. Availability to service the 
majority of the people in the 
city. 

F, Large enough for future 
expansion. 

$3. The cost of buildings and 
site should leave money for 
additional personnel and equip. 
ment to operate these facilities 
and still not overburden the 
taxpayers, 

4. A study should be made 
as to the practicability of a 
unit development verses die 
versified sites, 


5. The Civic Center should 
serve the needs of the com. 
munity until, or after, the ter- 
mination of the final payment 
of the bond indebtedness, 

6. A study should be made 
as to the feasibility of a ‘‘pay 
as you go plan’’, Since the Civic 
Center is only one of several 
municipal expenditures planned 
in the near future, we should 
consider the possibility of a 
tax over-ride to finance part 
of our Civic Center. This may be 
the most adequate and econome 
ical method of financing these 
facilities, 

7. When a plan is finalized 
there should be a realistic pres 
entation of the cost to the voters, 

8. We feel that every effort 
should be made to finalize a 
plan in order that a Civie Cene 
ter plan can be placed on the 
ballot in November,

Record Budget Passed 


Although the City will not re. 
celve its assessed evaluation 
untt] some time in August, at 
which time the tax rate will 
officially be set, City Council 
members and City Manager E)- 
win Alder were agreed Friday 
night that Upland’s tax rate will 
be held at $1.87, the same as 
last year. 

Tt was shortly before mide 
night Friday following a four 

Session that the elty 
fathers approved the 1966.67 
flaca] budget of $2,727,300, up 
some $361,450 over last year, 

The bulk of the added money 
was earmarked for the con. 
structian of a new fire station 
at 20th Street and San Antonio 
Avenue ($77,000) and for the 
addition of eight firemen to 
man the station, 

Other funds over and above 
last year also went into three 
new ball diamonds and lighting 
for Hawkins Field, 

A $6,000 outlay for remodel. 
ing of the present jail and normal 
step raises for the city’s em. 
ployees also contributed to the 
increased budget, 

In general the Council went 
along with City Manager Alder’s 
proposed budget, although some 
items were pruned and the mone 
ey transferred to unapplied ap. 
propriations from which the 
council can draw for future 
necessities, 

Probably the largest single 
item removed from the budget 
was @ request involving new 
police officers. The Police De. 
partment had asked for four 
but upon a motion by Council. 
man A, M. Hawkins, who also 
is chairman of the Police Com- 
Mission, it was voted to reduce 
this number by two, 

SMALLER ITEMS ALSO were 
Axed including $350 from the 
Police Department’s confer.

Operating revenues for the 
General Telephone Company in 
1965 totaled $214,700,000 ac- 
cording to statistics in the com- 
pany’s 1965 annual report 
issued this week. The figure 
represents an increase of 9.6% 
over the previous year R, Par- 
ker Sullivan, president of the 
company, disclosed in the 
report to shareowners. 

“The year 1965 was another 
period of growth and itis grati- 
fying to note that our company 
profitably improved its ser- 
vices and successfully met the 
increasing expansion of the 
Communications Market,’’ Sul- 
livan continued. 

‘Operating expenses, 
totaled $124,528,000, including 
depreciation, were somewhat 
higher than normal,’’ Sullivan 
said. ‘'This was due to expan- 
sion and service improvements. 
Net income available for divi- 
dends amounted to $28,661,000 
in 1965, compared to $26,- 
293,000 in the previous year.” 

Telephones in service at the 
end of 1965 totaled 1,643,000, 
which represented a gain of 
116,000 over 1964, At the end 
of 1965 approximately 91% of 
the company’s telephones had 
access to direct distance dial- 
ing (DDD) as compared to 88% 
at the end of 1964, 

Gross plant investment atthe 
end of 1965 stood at $833,773,- 
564 -- less accrued depreci- 
ation provisions, The same 
figure for the previous year was 
$725,359,991. 

An expansion budget of $143,- 
000,000, announced earlier in 
the year, has been put into 
operation to accommodate an. 
ticipated continuing growth in 
Southern California.

Tumble Weed ‘Control Plan’ —

of a weed abatement program

Representatives of the County 
Farm Bureau reported that 
Most property owners in the 
west end of the County had 
agreed to go along with the 
proposal to rid the area of 
Russian Thistle, by spraying 
the weeks in their early grow- 
ing stages, 

The apparent wholesale ac- 
ceptance of the program was 
indicated by the lack of single 
objector at a hearing scheduled 
Monday to air the objections 
to the proposal, 

The Farm Bureau represen- 
tatives Said that 40 parcels 
of property have been sprayed 


and the source of the tumble. 
weeds eliminated. They said 
that in addition other property 
owners have asked that their 
property be sprayed as well. 

It was reported that several 
of the properties were unknown 
to the farm bureau as a source 
of the tumbleweeds. 

Board Chairman Ross Dana 
of the First District, noted 
che report with interest saying, 
‘1'l1] have to watch and see 
how this progresses, There are 


some areas in the desert that 
are becoming infested with 
these tumbleweeds.’’

The current pledge tops the 
past two years’ record-break- 
ing pledges by Krusaid’rs of
